Early in the morning the crowds began 
to gather in the streets of Rio Janeiro, 
and long before the signal flags were 
hoisted announcing the approach of the 
American ships thousands of curious 
spectators had taken up the points of 
vantage on public buildings and the ele- 
vated quays. When the fleet steamed 
into the harbor, under the splendid moun- 
tains that framed the bay, beautiful in 
the tropical sun, it was a spectacle in- 
comparable to the eye. The roadstead 
lay like a glittering mirror beneath, 


| 
Greeted by Brazilian Ships. 

Word that the fleet had passed Cape 
Frio, about forty-five miles out, was re- 
ceived at 8:30 o'clock, and re ree 
scores of tugs and other small craft, 
crowded with spectators, set out to meet 
the visitors, and accompanied them to 
the anchorage. The great battleships, 
stretched out in one long line, came slow- 
ly through the passage into the bay. The 
Connecticut, Rear Admiral Evans's flag- 
ship, was in the lead, with Brazilian | 
cruisers dressed in gala attire on either 
side. 

Passine the fortresses, the Connecticut 
fired a salute of twenty-one guns, which 
Was answered by the Brazilian warships, 
the German cruiser Bremen, and the shore 
guns, The yards and fighting tops were 
manned, and cheer upon cheer was given 
for the splendid passege of the flagship 
and her sister ships. 

As soon as the anchorage was made the 
Brazilian Minister of Marine, Admiral 
Alencar, the Captain of the Port, the 
American Consul, G. E. Anderson; the com- 
mandants of naval divisions, and the civic 
authorities, went on board the Connecti- 
cut and extended a hearty welcome to 
Admiral Evans, his officers and men. Hun- 
dreds of launches, tugs, and small boats 
circled about the battleships until long 
after the sun had gone down. Not less | 
than 15,000 to 20,000 persons were aboard 
these boats, and more than 50,000 others 
were gathered on shore. To-night the! 
city is beautifully illuminated. 

Poor Coal Bothers Ships. 

All the way from Port of Spain the voy- 
@ge was an enjoyable one, and all on; 
board the ships were well and happy. | 
The northeast trades were encountered as 
far as Cape St. Rouke, with a long sea} 
swell, the warships pitching gracefully. | 
They steamed in double column, the Con- | 
necticut and the Minnesota, the latter | 
the flagship of Rear Admiral Thomas, | 
leading. 

To some extent the progress of the fleet | 
was hampered by the strong currents and | 
the swell, poor coal, and minor derange- } 
ments of the auxiliary machinery of sev- | 
eral of the ships.

mand. Never before had so many re- 
cruits crossed the line at one time, num- 
bering fully 90 per cent. of the crews. 


This great number of green hands gave 
Father Neptune and his followers an un- 


usual opportunity to put them through 
the initiation with inimitable spirit. Nep- 
tune’s flag hung at the yardarms during | 
the ceremonies. All the newspaper cor- |

Through the twelve floors of the ruined 
structure heavy safes and machinery 
crashed from time to time yesterday, 
while a number of floor arches gave 
way and crashed to the basement, Sev- 
eral engine companies continued to pour 
streams of water into the ruins all of 
Saturday night and yesterday, for fire still 
smoldered in the great masses of cloth 
goods and other material which had filled 
the lofts. A dense cloud of steam poured 
from the many windows of the four walls. 

In the early morning fresh attempts 
were made to hunt for the two bodies of 

' firemen still in the ruins, but these were 
j abandoned because of the great danger 
of the work. Three members of the Fire 
|}Patrol found the helmet of Fireman 
| George O’Connor of Engine Company 72, 
' who was killed and buried in the fire. 
i‘{he dead man’s brother, William O’Con- 
inor, was waiting near the building at 
; the time in the hope of having his broth- 
ler’s body brought out. It was not found. 

It will be impossible to arrive at a 
definite estimate of the losses in the fire 
until the ruins have cooled sufficiently to 

|permit an examination of the contents 
of the safes belonging to the tenants of 
the burned building. 

Foreman John C. Gasser of the De- 
| partment of Sewers came near being 
| drowned when he endeavored to drain 
the water from the cellar of the build- 
‘ing. Gasser climbed into the sewer 
i which connects with the building and 
‘opened a three-inch and an eight-inch 
‘incision. The volume of water -in the 
| eellar was such that when the first flow 
;struck Gasser ft knocked him from his 
ifeet and began sweeping him through 
\the sewer. He had been carried fifty 
! feet when his hand struck an iron ladder 
|to a manhole. He clung to this and 
pulled himself above the torrent and 
| iimbed to the surface. 
| Builder Defends Parker Structure. 


J. H. Parker of the Parker Construc- 
tion Company, who built and sold the 
tuilding at its completion eight years 
ago; said to a Times reporter yesterday: 
| “Any building filled with inflammable 
material would go the same way. I was 
; at the fire and the interior of the build- 
ing was scon a white hot furnace against 
which nothing could stand. There were 
several explosions and the flames lickeg 





up from the windows from floor to floor, 
cracking the glass and setting fire to the 
contents of each floor... There was no 
cppreciable water pressure or the iire 
could have been held down. Two years 
ago there was a fire in the building and 
it was held within two floors with ine 
standpipe supply. 

“The engineer may not have been in 
the building at the time and the pumps 
were not put in operation. There is only 
one safe way. These fires start as a rule 
at night. Every such building -should 
have a watchman and a time clock, the 
owner trusting to the clock more than to 
the watchman. That is the only way to 
prevent a fire from getting a big start 
in such a building. Something should be 
done by the Board of Underwriters to see 


that New York gets a water pressure that 
will equip the Fire Department so that it 
can fight fires in skyscrapers.” 

William Birkmire, architect and super- 
vising builder when the Parker Building 
was constructed, said yesterday that he 
did not think there was great danger in 
the present condition of the walls. He 
thought that the steel frame would be 
found in good condition, and that any 

art of the walls that were unsafe could 

e removed without tearing down the 
rest. There was talk at the fire ruins 
yesterday of using dynamite to bring 
cown the walls, so as to avoid any con- 
siderable delay in the reopening of Sub- 
way traffic, but no dynamite was used, 
and Supt. Murphy stuck to his purpose to 
risk no lives until the walls were thor- 
oughly cold and an inspection could be 
made at a minimum of danger. 


Modern Skyscrapers Safe. 


Paul Starrett of the George A. Fuller 
Company, the concern which has perhaps 
put up more high buildings than. any 
other, said yesterday: 

“There is no reason why this tire 
should shake anybody’s confidence in 
fireproof building construction. The mod- 
ern type of skyscraper has successfully 
stood even fiercer tests than this. High 
buildings that we put up in Baltimorm 
went through the conflagration there, 
and were still standing when it was over. 
And the Baltimore fire was a Hotter one 
than this. 

“Though I have not had an opportunity 
to make a careful examination of this} 
building yet—as indeed no one has—I feel 
sure that it was far from the perfect type 
of fireproof construction as we under- 
stand it nowadays. The trouble was not 
the kind of materials used, for they were 
all right; it must have been in their 
amount or in the manner in which they 
were put together. 

“There is no kind of building in the 
world safer than the skyscrapers that 
have gone up in New York in the last 
few years. THE TiMES Building, the 
Singer Building, the Flatiron, to mention 
a few examples, are as nearly inde- 
structible by fire as anything man can 
build.”’ 

Pierre L. Le Brun of N. Le Brun & 
Sons, architects of the Metropolitan Life 
Jnsurance Tower, which is to be the high- 
est building in the world, said that the 
Fourth Avenue fire had not shaken. his 
faith in skyscrapers. 

“There is no reason why this fire,’’ said 
Mr. Le Brun, ‘‘should make the public 
distrustful of fireproof construction—real 
fireproof construction. Though I have no 
personal knowledge of the building that 
was destroyed, I have no idea that it 
came up to the highest modern standards. | 
"The skyscrapers, as it is built in these 
times, I consider not only safe, but an 
actual obstacle in the path of fire. It 
will hinder, and not help, the spread of a 
conflagration.” 

John O'Brien, Commissioner of Water 
Supply, Gas, and Electricity, ,said yester- 
day that the new high-pressure fire ser- 
vice would be ready for testing March 1. 
Sixty-two miles of mains have been laid 
nnd tested, and two of the three sections 
have been accepted from the contractors 
by the city. i 

“Unless the Fire - Department is 
equipped with hose capable of standing 
#00 pounds pressure, the efficiency of the 
high-pressure system will be nullifged. 
The’ city should vote $500,000 for hose,"’ 
he said.

harmony, did not occupy his pulpit yes- 
terday, though his resignation does not go 
into effect until later. Instead the Rev. 
H. 8. Rambo, Dr. David G. Wylie's as- 
sistant in the Scotch Presbyterian Church, 
preached yesterday morning. 

There was no reference to the troubles 
which have rent the church beyond the 
reading of a notice from the pulpit to} 
the effect that the session would meet at 
Mr. Triplett’s home in Bedford Park in { 
the afternoon to consider the resignation 
of A. E. Miller, the elder, who has insti- 
tuted proceedings for criminal libel against 
Mr. Triplett for statements about Mrs. 
Miller. The conditions of the settlement 
provided for the resignation of Mr. Miller 
and the resignation later of other elders. 
The criminal libel proceedings are to pe 
dropped. 

The meeeting of the session at, Mr. 
Triplett’'s home, however, did not act upon 
Mr. Miller’s resignation. It was stated | 


that it had not done so because one of the 
arbitrators. or somebody other than the 
members of the session had the unwrit- 
ten resignation, and it had not been pre- 
sented to the session.

Burton Holmes Begins Delightful Se- 
ries of Travelogues. 


No more profitable and enjoyable way 
of spending a Sunday’ evening can be 
Imagined than is provided by a visit to 
a foreign city with Burton Holmes, who 
began another of his series at. Carnegie 
Hall last night, devoting some two or 
more hours to a chat about Berlin, with 
accompanying pictures that brought the

KILLS BLACK HAND AGENT. 


Collector Tries to Rob Woman and 
Husband Fights Him.

PUNXSUTAWNEY, Penn., Jan. 12.—A 
desperate Black Hand fight took place 
this morning at Florence, a mining town 
near here, the scene more than a year ago 
of a similar outrage. Frank Leo, a col- 
lector for the Black Hand, was killed. 

For more than a year Joe Cruzro, a 
well-to-do Italian of Florence, has been 
contributing $5 a week to the Black 
Hand through Leo. When Leo went to 
the house this morning for the money 
Cruzro was in bed, but his wife made 
the payment from a chatelaine bag hung 
from her waist, and eo demanded it. 
She refused, and he attempted to take 
it. She screamed, and her husband hur- 
ried downstairs with a shotgun. 

When Cruzro foynd what had happened 
he fired at Leo, tearing away his right 
cheek. Leo went after Cruzro with a 
stiletto, and he fired again, the second 
charge entering Leo’s stomach. Leo still 
went after him, and before Cruzro could 
reload his weapon the two men fought 
all over the room. Cruzro finally slipped 
in another cartridge and pulled the trig- 
ger. The charge entered Leo’s heart and 
he dropped dead. 

After the shooting Cruzro started for 
this city with the intention of giving him- 
self up, but disappeared.

Determined to converse with the At- 
lantic Fleet, now on its way to the Pa- 
cific, Chief Officer Hoepfner of the Ger- 
man steamship Gunther, which arrived 
yesterday: from South America, rigged 
up his own wireless apparatus on the 
Gunther: when the liner’s regular system 
broke down a few days before the ves- 
sel reached Barbados on Jan. 2. 

The Gunther, which is in the Hambureg- 
American Line’s South American service, 
was four days from Barbados on Dec. 
28, when the wireless apparatus was

28 Mr. Hoepfner rigged up 
a wireless system of his own at the fore- 
peak and triumphantly called the liner’s 
wireless operator. The Chief Officer is 
something of an electrician and telegraph 
operator as well as a good seaman, and 
Henkel Trachen, the wireless operator, 
quickly got into touch with the fleet, one 
hundred miles away. Communication was 
kept up for several hours, and Hoepfner's 
cousins, all of them Yankee sailors, re- 
ceived their relative’s well wishes by 
wireless from the Gunther's forepeak.

ITALA CAR’S ENTRY 
IN PARIS AUTO RACE 


Appearance of Peking-to-Paris 
Winner in Longer Con- 
test Significant. 


WELL KNOWS DIFFICULTIES 


Fournier Believes Race to Be Entirely 
Feasible—Car Especially Designed 
to Strengthen Parts That 
Showed Strain, 


By far the most interesting entry that 
has been made in the New York to Paris 
automobile race ig the Itala car, which 
was entered on Saturday in Paris. The 
car is the same which made the success- 
ful trip from” Peking to Paris, winning | 
that very noteworthy race, which attract- i 
ed such widespread attention abroad. The 
Peking to Paris race, when projected, 
was declared impossible by all automo- | 
bilists, and the participants thmselves, ac- 
cording to their own declaration, had 
small hope of accomplishing the trip. 
They started out to take the cars as far 
as they could get, which, in the case of 
the Itala and the De Dions, proved all the 
way. These three cars did what any auto- 
ist would say was impossible in the out- 
set, but which Luigi Barzini, who accom- 
panied Prince Borghese in the winning 
car, declared “‘ might have been continued 
back to Peking after reaching Paris 
without the car failing.” 

The Itala car which made the trip was a 
thirty-five to forty horse power car, with 
slight modifications from the normal 
model, The engines were of the usual 
four-cylinder type; with cylinders meas- 
uring 130 millimeters In bore, and having 
a 140-millimeter stroke. They were cast 
in pairs, with symmetrically interchange- 
able valves and low-tension magneto ig- 
nition, with a specially designed ignition 
plug. The carburettor was automatic and 
practically insensible to changes of tem- 
perature, and was connected with the en- 
gine by the shortest pipe possible, to avoid 
condensation of gases. The short-tube 
system allowed the use of heavy benzine, 
and when this supply failed, to use for a 
time what was practically paraffin. Yet 
the car did not suffer, 

The bearings of the driving shaft and 
connecting rods wera _bushed with anti- 
friction metal. The driving shaft took a 
bearing from the upper part of the frame, 
permitting the removal of the cover and 
the inspection of the engine. These were 
carefully lubricated. The clutch was of

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PROTEST AGAINST | 
LAND PROSECUTIONS 


Colorado Republican Congress-| 
man Thinks That Politics 
Are Behind the Cases. 


WRITES AN OPEN LETTER 


Encroachments on Judicial and Leg- 
islative Departments Should 
Be Stopped, He Says. 


WASHENGTON, Jan. 12.—The announce- 
ment from the Department of Justice that | 
it is determined to go on with the prose-. 
cution of alleged land frauds in Colorado 
and elsewhere in the West has brought 
gut an emphatic protest from George W. 
Cook, Congressman at Large from Col- 
orado, 

Mr. Cook is one of the Republican war 
horses of his State, but that does not pre- 
vent him from talking back at President 
Roosevelt and Attorney General Bona- 
parte in a way to make some of his more 
careful Republican colleagues in the 
House gasp. His protest is in the form of 
a letter which he announces he has sent 
to the President, Vice President, Speaker 
Cannon, and Justices of the Supreme 
Ccurt, members of the Cabinet, and heads 
of Governmental bureaus in this city. He 
closes his letter with the statement that 
he ‘‘assumes personal responsibility for 
its statements."’ The letter says: 

“TI most earnestly protest against the 
continued high-handed, pernicious, polit- 
ical persecution made by certain of the 
department bureaus of the Government 
in this city, branding many of our most 
honorable, upright, and law-abiding busi- 
ness men of Colorado as criminals. 

“Their only information and authority 
for such malicious statements are reports 
made to them by non-resident special 
agents and ‘ prosecutors’ gent to Colora- 
do, whose accusations against innocent 
men are for the sole purpose of securing 
personal promotion in Washington and 
the opportunity for the Governmental bu- 
reaus here to disseminate among the 
press throughout the country misrepre- 
sentations as to timber lands and coal 
thieves that do not exist in Colorado. 

** Judge Robert E. Lewis of the United 
States District Court, Denver, on Deo. 24, 
26, and 80, quashed all of the indictments 
against some thirty or our most worthy 
and reputable citizens, (several of whom 
have been engaged actively in business in 
Colorado for thirty years,) on the ground 
that the Government had absolutely failed 
to furnish any evidence whatever against 
these men—a most stinging and severe 
rebuke by Judge Lewis, (an appointee of 
the present Administration.) 

“Judge Lewis's decision gives universal 
satisfaction to all of our people in Col- 
orado regardless of their political affilia- 
tions, and is indorsed by a united press; 
in fact, every newspaper in the State most 
heartily commends Judge Lewis's action; 
the truth hag been vindicated.” 

Mr. Cook then calls attention to editori- 
als in two papers—one owned by ex-Sena- 
tor Patterson—commending the Lewis de- 
cision, and says: 

“ Referring to the action taken at the 
last Cabinet meeting of the year, Dec. 
31, as to the Colorado cases, the Presi- 
dent criticized the judiciary and author- 
ized the Attorney General to say: 

“*The Government will use every 
means in its power to bring about in the 
higher courts disapproval of the decision 
rendered in Colarado by Judge Lewis.’ 

‘Our citizens are willing and ready to 
meet the issue raised by the impulsive 
Administration; but the purpose on the 
part of the latter I cannot comprehend, 
unless it is to continue in the ‘ limelight.’ 


The unprecedented and dictatorial en- 
croachment of the Executive against the 
legislative and judicial departments of the 
Government is almost a dally threat to 
the peace and prosperity of the Republic, 
and should be knocked on the head by the 
constitutional decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

“Our citizens in Colarado have with pa- 
tience submitted to these persecutions for 
alleged pffenses, and every fair-minded 
citizen should join in commendation that 
we have in our beloved country true 
Judges who have the courage of their 
convictions and believe in justice to every 
citizen and a real ‘square deal’ empha- 
sized.”

FORAKER MEN AVOID 


DISTRICT PRIMARY 


National Committee Members | 
Decide Delegates Must Be 
Elected by Conventions. 


DIRECT VOTE FOR STATE 


Taft Man Will Be Able Thus to Show 
Ohio’s Choice—More Compli- 
cations In Situation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Ohio’s _ dis- 
trict delegates to Chicago must be chosen 
by conventions. District primaries are 
barred. A decision to this effect issued 
to-day from Republican National Com- 
mittee headquarters further tangles the 
knotted web of Ohio politics. It will dis- 
appoint the Taft managers, who have 
struggled everywhere for primaries, and 
correspondingly elate the Foraker men, 
who have been running away from all 
popular vote tests. 

Of course this decision has no bearing 
on the choice of the “Big Four” by a 
primary elected State convention or on 
the general State primary to be held 
Feb. 11 to choose the State delegates. 
It will mean, though, that district con- 
ventions will be nécessary in. Cleveland 
for the Twentleth and Twenty-first Dis- 


tricts, in addition to the Cuyahoga County 
primary, the mass conventions, and the 
numerous other big tent and small side 
shows now being featured there. 

While the decision announced to-day is 
the verdict of only two of the three mem- 
bers of the committee on call, the cir- 
@umstances make it seem unlikely that 
there will be an appeal by the Taft 
people to the full membership of tHe 
Republican National Committee. The 
question passed upon was raised by Fo- 
raker men from the Eighteenth District. 

The Republican convention call permits 
the choice of district delegates by pri- 
maries, where State laws either compel 
or authorize this method. The Foraker 
contention is that the Bronson primary 
law does not authorize Congressional dis- 
trict primaries, The old Baber - law, 
passed in the seventies, authorized pri- 
maries “when any voluntary ‘political 
association or party in any district, 
county, township, or municipal corpora- 
tion,”” &c, The language of the Bronson 
law is identical, except that the word 
“ district’ is omitted,

CHARGE ON THEM FIERCELY

Injure Many of Them with the Flat of 
Their Sabres— Scores Knocked 
Down and Trampled Upon. 


BERLIN, Jan. 12.—The determination 
of the Socialists to obtain direct uni- 
versa] suffrage, combined with their in- 
dignation against Chancellor von Bilow’s 
curt declaration refusing their demand, 
gave rise to-day to a monster popular 
demonstration, accompanied by disorders 
in the streets of the Prussian capital, in 
which 40,000 organized Socialists pgrticti- 
pated, while 30,000 sympathizers from time 
to time actively joined in the manifesta- 
tions. The women appeared even more 


| 


cialists gathered in the morning at 

600 local headquarters of the various - 
tricts of the capital, and thence pro- 
ceeded in groups, singing revolutionary 
songs, toward the eight halls in the cit 
where mass meetings had been announced, 

Two hundred police, with officers, were 
hidden in each of the fire stations, and 
large bodies were Held in reserve at the 
police stations, while public buildings 
were requisitioned also, where the police 
forces were quartered. In the gardens 
and outhouses of the Landtag, before 
the demonstration on Friday oc- 
heavy guard was stationed. 
Street cars and other vehicles were per- 
mitted to drive in front of the building, 
but no group of more than two persons 
was allowed to pass on any pretext. 

Chancellor von Buelow’'s palace on Wil- 
helmstrasse was entirely cut off by cor- 
dons of police, as violent manifestations 
against the Prince were feared, while the 
environs of the imperial palace, with the 
square in front, were closed to the pub- 
lic. Squads of police, both on foot and 
mounted, patrolled the central thorough- 
ares, 

Long before noon, the time fixed to be- 
gin the meetings, all the halls were 
packed, and those who could not get 
within the buildings were driven into ad- 
Joining streets by squads of police. 

Inside the halls the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed, the excitement inereasing as 
the speakers denounced the action of the 
Chancellor, whose name was received 
with loud booing and hissing. The speak- 
ers declared that if violence occurred, the 
re spony would fall upon the police 
and the privileged classes, who refused 
the people their rights. 

Resolutions favoring universal suffrage 
and a secret ballot were adopted by ac- 
clamation, after which the audiences 
streamed into the streets, 

Two formidable columns marched as far 
as Alexander Platz, within a short dis- 
tance of the Emperor's palace, where the 
police charged them, using the flats of

The demonstrators retired hooting toward 
Unter den Linden. The police cleared the 
entire thoroughfare as far as Branden-

Later some thousands of the demon- 
strators gathered a short distance from 
Chancellor von Buelow's residence and 
began shouting, ‘Down with the Chan- 
cellor!’”’ who had driven through into 
Friedrichstrasse. Their attitude became 
so threatening that both the mounted 
and foot police charged the mob fierce- 
ly, striking right and left .with the flat 
of their sabres. Scores of the manifes- 
ants were knocked down and trampled. 

Another serious collision occurred at 
Jungfern Bridge, where many suffered 
severe contusions. On Moritz Platz an 
immense throng shouted and hooted until 
the police with drawn arms forced them 
into the side streets. 

Toward evening quiet was resumed, but 
night — continued to prevent groups 
from forming.

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SEND AID TO 
FALLON'S WIDOW 


| Jefferson Seligman and William 
F. King Start Fund for Family 
of Dead Fire Patrolman. 


WANT A PENSION SYSTEM 


For Men Who Take as Great Risks as 
the Firemen in Protecting 
Property. 


The publication in yesterday's Times of 
the case of John Fallon of the Fire 
Patrol, who lost his life Friday night in 
the Parker Building fire, leaving his 
young wife almost penniless and without 
a pension, fire patrolmen not benefitting 
by the Firemen’'s Pension Fund, brought 
forth two responses yesterday. Jefferson 
Seligman, of J. & W. Seligman, sent to 
THE Times a check for $50 to be turned 
over to Fallon’s widow, and another for 
$100 to be divided among the families of 
the two firemen who were killed. Will- 
jam F. King, ex-President of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, sent a check for $25 
for Mrs. Fallon. 

“Fallon’s case is a particularly sad 
one,” said Mr. Seligman, “in that al- 
though he sacrificed his life to the great 
cause of fire fighting, his widow receives 
no return in the shape of insurance or 
pension. I think that the men of the 
Fire Patrol should be protected in the 
same manner as the policemen and regu- 
lar firemen, and would advocate the rais- 
ing of a fund of several] thousand dollars 
for this purpose.” 

This 1s ex-President King’s letter: 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The inclosed article more than: appeals to 
me as an old New York boy who ran with the 
machine. We have two bodies of men which 
should appeal to every citizen of our city and 
stranger within our gates—the Fire Depart- 
ment, whic! thank God, ts free from poll- 
tics, at the head of which is a Commissioner 
whom the men respect and as noble a man as 
ever lived, Chief Croker, whose bravery is the 
admiration of every member. I am looking 
forward, and the time fs not far off, when the 
Police Department will be in the same posi- 
tion in our city. The ward leader with a 
pull, the pothouse politician, and the man with 
a pull, the divekeeper, poolrooms, all have got 
to go, They are the terror of the men whe 
pound the streets. These two great forces are 
the ones which guard life and property for all, 
and are the poorest paid. I hope the time Is 
not far distant when the men shall receive 
an increase of at least 25 per cent. on present 
salaries, and Chief Croker and Commissioner 
Bingham proper remuneration for their invalu- 
able services. Inclosed please find check for 
$25 for the widow of John Fallon, who lost his 
life through bravery and devotion to his work.

THINKS OUR ARMY IS WEAK. 


German Expert Says Its Mobilization 
Would Produce Poor Result. 


BERLIN, Jan. 12.—‘‘ The mobilization of 
the United States Army, under present 
conditions, would obviously produce a 
very poor result,” says Lieut. Col. Le 
Juge, a retired officer of the German 
Army, in a pamphlet just tssued dealing 
with the land forces of the United States. 
The Colonel thinks, however, that in the 
event of a mobilization the “ sorrowful 
spectacles of the year 1898"" would not be 
reproduced. 

The Colonel hag nothing but praise for 
American Army officers, who, he states, 
are keen, conscientious, and well edu- 
cated, but among the men he finds great 
lack of discipline, while as to the general 
organization he records the prevalent 
opinion in professional circles in Europe 
that it lacks cohesion. . 

“No preparation for war,” he says, “is 
made during peace; no organization of the 
units into armies with their requisite 
staffs has been drawn up; and no pro- 
vision is made for supply.”’ This is due, 
he considers, to the general belief of the 
American public—in spite of the demands 
of far-seeing military men and of the

that is necessary on the outbreak of war 
is to fill up with volunteers the ranks of 
regiments kept 2n & weak peace peering.

‘ But,” the Colonel continues, “a crit- 
ical view of_the conditions of this army, 
notwithstanding its good equipment and 
armament, does not make the outlook 
hopeful, in case of hostilities with a great 
military power.” 

As to the National Guard, the Colonel 
states that competent foreign observers 
regard this force as of very small value, 
as it is thought that of the 106,000 men 
enrolled not more than 25,000 at the high- 
est estimate would be fit for service.

SEEK STOLEN VAN DYKE. 


Belgians Think It Is in Pittsburg In 
Hands of Steel Man.

PITTSBURG, Jan. 12.—For no other 
reason than that Pittsburg contains many 
wealthy people, who spend their money 
freely for works of art—and other things— 
the Belgian Government has asked the 
local police to find out whether or not 
magnificent art treasures stolen from the 
Church of Notre Dame at Courtral, Bel- 
gium, Dec. 7, 1907, found their way into 
this city,

work with the local police in an effort to 
find the lost paintings. 


SAFETY OF TUBE TRAINS. 


Many Devices to Prevent Accident Un- 
der the River. 


With the East River tunnel now in 
successful operation and the. bridge crush 
modified to some extent attention has 
been drawn to the devices for the pro- 
tection of those using the subway trains 
and the safety of the trains themselves. 

The running of the trains through the 
new East River tube will be at the com- 
mand of one man stationed at the Bowl- 
ing Green end. Before him is an im- 
mense diagram of the tunnel illuminated 
by electricity on which is show at all 
times the position of every train beneath 
the river. This is the first apparatus of 
its kind ever tried and it is said to have 
proved its value at once. 

The tracks are indicated by green and 
the trains by red lights. Supplementing 
this arrangement is a complete block 
system. The man in charge can follow 
the various trains from the time they 
enter a block until they leave it. 

Connected with this central station is 
a series of controls for the pow 
Should the diagram show that the m 
torman of a train has disregarded his 
signals and has entered or left a block 
when he should not have done so the 
man in charge, by pressing a button, 
can bring the train to a dead stop. The 
power is thus cut off from the tubes 
and cannot be turned on again until or- 
ders from the proper official are re- 
ceived. 

Im addition there have been placed at 
intervals of 300.feet alarm bells that 
can be operated by train or other em- 
ployes to notify approaching trains of 
danger. 

Every few hundred feet there is a tele- 
phone which can be used for notifying 
the dispatcher of any accident. These 
telephones will connect with the main 
offices of the Interborough Company and 
officials of the company can talk di- 
rectly with those at the scene of any 
accident. 

There are numerous stations in the 
tunnel for the storage of fire apparatus. 
Three big pumping stations have been 
provided, so that should there be a leak 
in the tunnel the water can be disposed 
of in short order. 


RUSSIAN LEADER HERE TO-DAY 


Prof. Milyoukov to Address the Civic 
Forum To-morrow Night. 


Prof. Paul Milyoukov, leader of the 
Constitutional Democrats in Russia and 
the first member of the Duma to visit 
America, is to arrive on the Carmania 
this morning. He will be in America 
apst five days, returning to Russia at 
the end of the week. after a visit to 
Washington. He will address the Civic 
Forum at Carnegie Hall to-morrow night 
on ‘“ Constitutional Government for Rus- 
sia.” The general public may obtain 
tickets either at Carnegie Hall or from 
the offices of the Civic Forum. 

Prof. Milyoukov has for several years 
represented the revolutionary movement 
in Russia on its legal and parliamentary 
side, He is an eminent historian, and 
his “ History of Russian Culture” is a 
justification of revolution upon historic 
grounds. Some yeare ago he was exiled 
to Siberia, and was later expatriated, 
coming twice to America and Visiting 
various European countries. He speaks 
perfect Bnglish. 

Prof. Mtyoukov !s now the leader of 
the Constitutional Democrats in the Third 
Duma and leader of the Social Democrats. 

While in Washington Prof. Milyoukov 
will attend a banquet given in his honor 
by Congressman Herbert Parsons, at 
which Secretary Taft and other Cabinet 
members and members of Congress will 
be present.

There, while he 
was a Lieutenant on the Supply, he had 
part in an interesting experiment. 

“The Government,” he said yesterday, 
“had been casting about for means of 
transport across the Great American Des- 
ert. Major Wayne suggested the use of 
camels, and was ordered to purchasé 
some. The Supply, which was then com- 
manded by Lieut., afterward Admiral, 
David Porter, was sent to Egypt to bring 
the animals hoine. We brought over 100. 
While I was in the Mediterranean I ob- 
tained leave to go to the Crimea and see 
the fighting. We reached the lines before 
Sebastopol in 1855 and were much struck 
by the French and Sardinian Armies. The 
British had hardly then emerged from 
their disorganization. 

““ When I got back to America I was or- 
dered to go with tle camels across the 
continent. With twenty-five camels, our 
party, under command of Gen. Beale, 
father of Truxton Beale, who figures in 
the Thaw case, set out from Texas and 
made our way to California. It was a 
rough trip, and we were obliged to stand 
off the Indians several times. Fortu- 
nately they did not have muskets, but we 


had one stiff fight at the Needles, just 
where the railroad crosses the Colorado 
River now.” 

‘““What became of the camels?”

“We handed them over to the military 
in California, but they never used them 
much.

Campaign for. More Lenient Regula- 
~ tlons to be Waged In New Jersey, 


The season of automobile legislation is 
at hand, and the coming two or three 
months promise 4o be unusually active for 
New York and New Jersey motorists, 
Changes are also proposed in Massachu- 
setts, and the American Automobile Asso- 
clation has recently given another illus- 
tration of its confidence in the conatitu- 
tionality of the Federal automobile law 
by securing its reintroduction into the 
present Congress by Congressman WTIl- 
jam W. Cocks of Long Island, The bill 
has been referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

‘A new bill jis to be introduced in the 
New York Legislature within a short 
time, and one «. its provisions will be in 
the nature of an annual registration fee. 
The bill is now being drawn up by a@ spe- 
cial committee appointed by the New 
York State Automobile Association. But 
perhaps the greatest interest for local 
autoists will be centred in New Jersey, 
where vigorous efforts are being made by 
the assoclated clubs of that State, as- 
sisted by the A. A, A,, to secure the 
abolishment of the present law and ob- 
tain more reasonable legislation, which 
will permit tourists from other States to 
enjoy the same privileges in New Jersey 
as are now accorded by a majority of the 
States of the Union.

AUTO OILS FOR ARCTIC TRIP. 


Cold Weather Tests with Lubricants 
Explained by T. A, Matthews. 


In discussing the probable difficulties 
that may be encountered in very low 
temperatures with different grddes of 1u- 
bricating oils by the contestants fn the 
New York to Paris automobile trip that 
will be started next month under the 
joint auspices of the Matin of Paris and 
THH New York Trmes, T. A, Matthews, 
President of tha New York and New Jer- 
sey Lubricant Company, maker of non- 
fluid oils, said yesterday: % 

“There ig nothing really new in the 
proposition, but rather an exaggeration of 
what we have here in New York every 
Winter. I have just been looking over 
a report of some tests on the comparative 
lubricating value of greases and oils on 
a big pumping engine, and I find that the 
engineer in charge of the tests reports a 
reduction in friction of almost 30 per 
cent. in favor of olls against grease—and 
that was in a comfortably warm power 
plant. Not. long ago our New England 
man reported an instance of a large tex- 
tile mill in which grease had been lately 
adopted, and where, upon attempting to 
start up Monday morning after a partic- 
ularly cold Sunday, the main belt broke. 
It was not equal to the task of turnin 
the shafting against the resistance offere 
by the chilled and hardened grease. That 
will give you a little idea of what grease 
would do in the Arctic Zona Now as 
to non-fluld olfls, they are made on quite

Revenue from Tax on Receipts of Race 
Tracks Has Paid $1,742,698 Into 
Fund for Agricultural Fairs. 


The annual report of John 8S. Shea, 
Supervisor of Racing Accounts, covering 
the returns for 1907 from the New York} 
racing associations, has been filed with 
the State Controller, and shows fully the} 
jacrease in the revenue to the State from 
racing that has been anticipated. It is| 
a striking fact that the actual mmcreen? | 
for the year over the returns for the best 
year in the earlier history of the tax is 
nearly double .the sum of the entire re- 
ceipts for the first year of racing under 
the present law. ‘The full sum of the re- 
ceipts from the tax on race track receipts 
for 1907, as set forth in the report, is 
$246,429.16, an increase over the tax re-! 
ceipts of $45,875.45 over the figures of 
1906. The returns are for the thirteenth 
year under the existing law, the tax paid 
by racing having grown from §$ 0.74 
in the first year, 1895. 

This money comes from 
tax of 5 per cent. which is levied upon 
the gross receipts of all racing assocta- 
tions holding licenses under the Percy- 
Gray law. In all sineo the passage of 
the law the associations have paid in to 
the State Controller fer distribution to 
the farmers a grand total of $1,742,698.87. 

The revenue from the tax on the rac- 
ing associations goes to the county and 
town fairs, and-ig used exclusively 
premiums for excellence in

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MR. ROOSEVELT AS A SEER. 

In the very interesting appreciation 
of Mr. RoosevELT by Mr. Jacos Rus, 
which Tum Times published yesterday, 
there was, at the close, a suggestive 
summing up of the author’s view. 
“This,” he declares, “is THEODORE 
RoosEveLtT as I know him and under~ 
etand him, and as I think he under- 
etands himself.” The President is 
"fighting the people’s fight.” “ Nor Is 
he to be diverted by any effort to shift 
the issue from the ethical plane where 
it belongs, to lose it in economic sophis- 
tries. Shall business be done honestly? 
Shall justice be done between man and 
jnan? These are the questions to be 
pnswered.” 

This is the eloquent tribute of a 
@incere man to the sincerity of one 
svhom he admires and loves. It has its 
walue, especially as it is believed by the 
author to show the President “as he 
understands himself.” It is a tribute 
that any man in public life may be 
proud to receive. But it can hardly be 
taken as entirely satisfying. The his- 
tory of the world is strewn with proofs 
that a man may be profoundly sincere 
and still be mistaken. His aims even 
may be just and his methods erroneous. 
The very depth of his conviction may 
make him an unsafe guide, it may 
@specially warp his judgment as to men 
who differ from him, The old gibe 
@pplied to the Puritans, that they be 


Roosrvaz will “ bow in obedience * to 
“the law of the land, the verdict of its 
highest tribunal.” No one suspects him 
of any intention to do otherwise. We 
wonder if meanwhile he also is await- 
ing the time “when that august 
tribunal shall have heard the cry of the 
toilers and will pass upon a law giving 
them other rights than that to be killed 
or crippled for the profit of heartless 
employers and will stamp it as good.” 
For, frankly, when the Supreme Court 
becomes emotional enough to approve &@ 
law not in harmony with the provisions 
of the Constitution, it will be a sad day 
for the country, and saddest of ell for 
the weakest classes. It will be the 
beginning of the end of the reign of 
law. 


THE ALDRICH AND FOWLER BILLS. 


Wall Street in its boldest moment could 
ask for nothing better fitted to its own 


peculiar purposes. 

It would be interesting to know where 
Representative Hares got the view of 
the Aldrich bill which he expressed as 
above. Certainly he never got it in 
Wall Street. The Aldrich bill has been 
specifically condemned in leading Wall 
Street circulars with a unanimity they 
seldom show, and it fs privately con- 
demned by Wall Street habitués in 
strong language, Even the National 
banking interests do not favor it. 
Our authority for saying this is the 
address by Mr. HEPBURN, which we 
published the other day. He did not 
mention the Aldrich bill, but he de- 
nounced bond-secured currency in a 
manner which admits no compromise 
with any measure containing this 
heresy. Wall Street knows too much, 
and has suffered too much, to tolerate 
any measure based upon the doctrine of 
| curing delirium tremens with more 
whisky. 

The difference between the Aldrich 
and Fowler bills is that the Aldrich bill 
is vicious in principle. For that there 
is no remedy, not even some excel- 
lencies in detail which otherwise might 
commend the proposals. As the Aldrich 
bill stands it exemplifies Mr. Hmrspurn’s 
remark, “One of the dangers of the 
present situation is that too much will 
be sacrificed of permanent value for 
something of {mmediate help, and un- 
fortunately our Congress seems dis- 
posed always to give the half loaf.” 
On the other hand, the Fowler bill is 
open to the objection that it aims to 
give a loaf and a half. It is superior 
to the Aldrich bill in that {ft {s correct 
in its main principle, that is, in aiming 
to supply an elastic currency, on a 
theoretically correct basis, and at a 
cost which makes it an everyday tool 
of commerce rather than an expensive 
remedy for a condition caused by opera- 
tion of law. If the bill stopped there 
it would be hard to criticise it, but it

There is new light, 
however, in the theory that they do not 
speak as they do, just to be impressive, 
but simply because they cannot help it. 


CANNED MUSIC AND PLAYS, 

The Authors and Composers’ Copy~ 
right League of America, comprising 
most of the writers and composers of 
popular songs, will be reinforced in 
their fight, now beginning in Washing- 
ton, against the mechanical musical in- 
dustry, by the playwrights who are 
alarmed by the activity of the auto- 
matic theatrical trade. The Washing- 
ton correspondent of The Bostoh Tran- 
script learns that automatic theatres 
which reproduce in pictures the scenes 
of @ play, and, by the ald of phono- 
graphs, the words and music also, are 
already in operation all over the coun- 
try. 

The novelists, who are always jealous 
of their stage rights nowadays, and 
the playwrights, like the song writers 
and composers, are protected under ex- 
isting laws only against the piracy of 
publishers and living eingers, instru~ 
mentalists, actors, and their managers, 
The cheapness and popularity of auto- 
matic performances are not to be ques- 
tioned, Congress {s asked to prohibit 
the use of copyrighted music and words 
in these shows, and in the records used 
on their’ machines, both metal disks 
and perforated paper rolls. 

To the common mind it seems that a 
copyrighted* work of any kind should 
not be used without payment to the 
owner of the copyright. This seems to 
be the view of Senator Krrrrepen of 
South Dakota and Representative 
BARCHFIELD of Pennsylvania, who have 
introduced bills to extend the working 
of the copyright law so as to check the 
indiscriminate “canning” of copy~ 
righted music. But the issue is in- 
volved in legal technicalities, the In- 
ventors and manufacturers of the me- 
chanical pianos, organs, and talking 
machines are armed for battle, and the 
result of the contest in Congress is 
doubtful.

Work -of the Beth Israel Hospital in 
Providing a Pavilion for Them. 


Toshe Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter of “J. P. D.” in Monday's 
Times points out a state of affairs la- 
mentably true, a condition which beyond 
doubt results in untold suffering to the 
afflicted and much mental anguish to 
those directly interested. 

Several of these instances have oocurred 
in my experience, the sufferer from a 
tubercular pulmonary condition being re- 
fused admission into the wards of the 
general hospitals because clear evidence 
of this condition existed. 

It must be said, however, that ft fs not 
without cogent reason that such 
patients are thus refused admission. I 
may be in error, but I do not believe that 
it is the fear of contagion which ts the 
sole motive for this action. The inability 
to give a tubercular patient the full meas- 
ure of the modern treatment of this dis- 
ease in a general and usually overcrowded 
ward prompts the authorities to refer 
this patient to Institutions designed for 
the treatment of such diseases, where the 
affected patient has a better fighting 
chance for recovery.

SUBWAY PROBLEMS 


,Chairman Willcox Invites Publig 
to Bring Suggestions to 
Friday’s Meeting. 


NO REMEDY IN PRESENT LAW 


Adoption of Plans for New Lines tg 
Meet Future Needs Imperative—City 
and Private Capital Alike Helpless, 


Chairman Willlam R. Willcox of the 
Public Service Commission is particularly 
anxious that there should be a large at- 
tendance at the hearing which the com- 
mission is to hold next Friday, and which 
Mr. Willcox regards as the most im- 
portant public meeting of its kind held in 
‘ New York in a generation. He said yese 
terday that the time had come for the 
people to co-operate with the authorities 
in solving the transit problem, and that 
the hearing will give the needed oppor- 
tunity for such co-operation. He also exe 
plained the present situation. Said Mam 
Willcox: 

“The members of the commission have 
studied this problem of transportation un. 
remittingly for six months; they have 
looked at it in all its phases; they have 
weighed the difficulties that beset it in 
almost ‘every phase, and they have 
scanned the law books for the best ave-~ 
nue of escape from the difficult situation. 
While some of us have arrived at definite 
| conctusions, it cannot be said that the 
| Comantoston has foreclosed on any one 
| plan, and to help\them decide as well as 
| to get the benefit of solutions which may , 
have escaped their consideration. they 
| conte invited the people, individually and 


collectively. in civic organizations, te 
; meet with them and discuss this vital 
matter.”’ 


Present Law a Stumbling Block. 


Mr. Willcox went on to say that the 
present law makes it practically impos- 
sible for new subways to be built. I¢ 
contemplates the building of subways by 
the city. He spoke also of the Hisberg 
law limiting the operating contract to a 
period of twenty years, and recalled thas 
no bids were received when the old com- 
mission advertised two lines last year 
He continued: 

“Owing to the fact that the City of 
New York is so close to its constitutional 
debt limit, there has been very little mar- 
gin of the city’s credit to draw upon te@ 
enable the city itgelf to undertake con- 
struction. The Board of Estimate has 
apprgpriated the amount needed to build 
the Fourth Avenue subway in Brooklyn, 
but if that is furnished there is very little 
prospect, so I am told by the city offi- 
cials, of any further appropriation of any 
size for another subway. ‘This commisé- 
sion has laid out and approved a route 


for an east side subway, connecting . 
hattan and the Bronx, which will provide 
another north and south line when com- 
pleted. This will be sent to the Board of 
Estimate in due time for its approval, 
and it will then be for the responsible 
officers to decide whether the money ta 
build it can be raised. 

‘But that is not, by any means, a 
should -not be, the end of plans for the 
extension of New York’s interior trang- 
portation facilities. With the completion 
of both the Fourth Avenue subway and 
the east side subway there will be many 
other lines to lay out and construct bee 
fore the system of intercomimunication 
between the boroughs can be made co 

lete.. The incréase of travel brings 
t every year the need of new street 
roads or subways, and in order to 
those needs plans reaching far into the 
future must be made. In other bs ng 
this commision must not only relieve the 
present situation, but if it Is to fulfill the 
purpose of its creation must provide for

W. T. Manning, assistant rector of Trin- 
ity Parish, and a resolution was_ passed 
by a standing vote in which the regret 
of the institute was ‘expressed at the 
death of Lord Kelvin? who was described 
as “the greatest exponent of contem- 
porary science; a man whose contribu- 
tions to the advancement of knowledge 
and whose inventions for ameliorating the 
conditions of mankind give him place in 
history as one of the greatest benefactors 
of the human race.” 

Chairman Henry G. Stott spoke of the 
humility of Lord Kelvin, which caused 
him to confess, ‘‘I have lived long and 
I have learned enough to realize I know 
pothing,” and then called upon Dr. Man- 
ning to speak on Kelvin as a Christian. 

“That Lord Kelvin,” he said, “ was | 
by deliberate conviction a Christian man | 
is not surprising in this day when the | 
supposed confict between religion and 
science is already past and when it is; 
already realized that there can be no 
conflict between the truth revealed in 
nature and the truth revealed in Christ, 
but still it is an encouragement to know 
that such a man as Lord Kelvin could 
say ‘with the utmost freedom of thought 
we are bound to realize that science is | 
not opposed to religion, but a help to 
religion.’ It is a help to realize that 
with all his knowledge of law in nature 
ihe believed in a personal living God, 
who answered prayer.”’ 

Prof. Elihu Thomson spoke of Lord 
Kelvin as an electrical engineer. He de- 
clared that his life was a standing re- 
buke to those who affect to find a supe- 
rior merit in working for pure science 
over working for practical results. 
Nothing could be less sordid, he declared, 
than Kelvin’s desire to achieve practical 
results. 

‘*It is characteristic of Lord Kelvin,” 
he went on, “ to note that his conceptions 
were complete from the beginning. A 
pioneer is hampered by lack of men, ma- 
terial, and experience, but on Kelvin’s 
inventions later work only helped out the 
details, and these were often provided for 
from the start.” 

In reviewing the great scientist’s visits 
to America Prof. Thomson spoke of his 
views with regard to Niagara. 

“To him there was just as much ro- 
mance and sublimity in founding great 
communities, in making real additions to 
the wealth of the world, in extinguishing 

the smoke of rallroads and lighting towns 
hundreds of miles away as in a mass of 
water falling over a precipice. In this’ I 
concur. In the daytime there may be 
many elements of sublimity fn the fall, 
but remember they go on unseen at night 
or when they are obscured by fog and 
mist." 

To Prof. FE. L. Nichols of Cornell was 
assigned an address on Kelvin as @ sci- 
entist. He compared him in his pre-emi- 
nence to Helmholz, and pointed out how 
hard it is to realize the state of solence 
in 1841, when Kelvin went up to Cam- 
bridge, and there were few railroads or 
| steamships, and the telegraph and tele- 
| phone were entirely unknown. 

“To Kelvin,” he said, “ science meant

E, R. OLCOTT DROPS DEAD. 


Lawyer’s Body Found on the Sidewalk 
Near His Home. 


Emmet Robinson Olcott, senior member 
of the law firm of Olcott, Mestre & Gon- 
zalez of 32 Broadway and one of the best- 
known authorities on international law 
in the country, dropped dead in front of 
118 West. Eleventh Street, a few doors 
from his home, early last evening. 

Policeman James Murray of the Charle# 
Street Station stumbled upon the body at 
8 o'clock, and hastily sumoned Dr. Sul- 
livan from St. Vincent’s Hospital. He 
pronounced the case one of heart disease, 
and said that Mr. Olcott had probably 
been dead for some minutes. The body 
was removed to the station house, and 
from there to the dead man’s home, at 
128 West Eleventh Street, with the con- 
sent of Coroner Shrady. 

Mrs. Olcott is visiting her brother in| 
Washington, and a telegram was sent 
there, telling of her husband's death, 

Mr. Olcott had been suffering from neu- 
ritis and heart disease for some time. 
He went out to make a call last even- 
ing, and it is believed that while on his 
way home was caught in the shower and 
that the exertion to reach the house as 
quickly ag possible caused his death. 

He was born in this city sixty-two years 
ago, and was attending the College of the 
City of New York when the civil war 
broke out. He enlisted in the mez and 
soon won @ commission as a Lieutenant. 
He was assigned to the frigate Minnesota 
on which he served during the battle of 
Hampton Roads. 

At the close of the war Mr. Olcott re- 
turned to New York and entered the law 
office of Coudert Brothers. Here he be- 
came interested in international law, and } 
soon after went abroad to study the sub- 
ject at the University of Berlin. At the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian, war he 
was engaged as ages nme by The 
New York Tribune, and served fn this | 
capacity through the war. At its close he | 
came back to New York and formed the | 
firm of Olcott, Mestre & Gonzalez. Hf; 
made a specialty of international law, and | 
particularly the Code Napoleon of the 
South American republics, and numbered 
among his clients important interests in 
that country. He drew the Cuban rail- 
way laws in force during the American 
protectorate, and was for many years 
counsel of the New York State Controller. 
He spoke five languages fluently. 

In 1877 Mr. Olcott married Miss Mary 
G. Clapp of Boston. They have three 
children, Herman P. Olcott, a lawyer; 
Mestre Olcott, who ts in the steel business, 
and Mrs. Lucy M. Perkins.

THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Inquiry for 25,000 Tons of Rails in 
Pittsburg Passes By—Ore Prices. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Jan. 12.—There came to 
Pittsburg during the last week inquiry 
for 25,000 tons of steel rails. The mills 
here were not able to make satisfactory 
arrangements for filling the order, and 
for the time it was passed over. It seems 
strange that any effort should be made at 
Pittsburg to settle the rail question, as all 
this dealing is supposed to be done in 
New York, but it is known that certain 
persons high in the railroad world came | 
to this vicinity and personally inspected 
the improvements and arrangements 
which the steel mills of the corporation 
have made with the intention of taking 
care of the big rail orders when the time 
shall have come to launch the new busi- 
ness. 

A personal inspection, together with in- 
formation that the order was not closed, 
leads to a conclusion that rail makers 
have decided to make rates @ little higher 
than in the past. Nothing can be learned 
here of rates and prices, but the intima- 
tion is that when new orders are to be 
booked—that is, beyond 1908—there will 
be a raise in prices confronting the buyer. 

The cry of the smaller independent fur- 
naces that the big fellows are squeezing 
them out of line by declining to name 
rates for their ore this year caused some 
interest in the district, but the big fellows 
Say such fs not the case at all. They as- 
sert that they c‘hemselves will not be 
able to name rates for some time yet. 
Neither the corporation nor any other 
interest named as having a hand in the 
squeeze has been able to make any more 
ratings than have the independents, for 
owners of the ore lands have not yet fig- 
ured what expenses will occur in the 
year, and so cannot tell what they should 
charge for the ore, They say that as soon 
as they get a line on labor conditions in 
the Northwest they expect to be able to 
name rates to the independents, but not 
until then. 

But there is bound to be a fight any-j 
way. The ore land owners will hardly 
cut rates on ore from $4.50 to $3 per ton, 
as the smaller fry have suggested and 
demanded. In fact, one of the big dealers 
told Tue Times correspondent within the | 
past thirty-six hours that if ore were 
actually cut to $4 per ton it would be all 
the trade could expect, and that there 
would be no such cutting as from $4.50 
to $3. 

Nor do pig fron makers of the North 
seem worried over the intimation that the 
iron of the South is working its way 
into the Northern market. It has been 
long known that a certain amount of 
Southérn fron has been mixed with the 
Northern pig in the furnaces in order to 
make a certain grade of iron. In fact. 


the ‘iron of the South, according to the 
trade here, is necessary to making a per- 
fect iron out of the Northern pig metal. 


HOARDED CURRENCY. 


Indication That the Amount Reached 
as High a Total as $275,000,000. 


The amount of money which came into 
use between the August and the Decem- 
ber bank returns and which was unac- 
counted for at the date of the last bank 


}call was placed last week by the Na- 


tional City Bank in its monthly circular 
at $276,000,000. This sum represents the 
reported loss in the cash holdings of the 
National banks throughout the country, 


‘the loss in the cash holdings of the trust 


companies in New York City, the former 
amounting to $41,000,000 and the latter 
to $13,000,000, a total for these two items 
of $54,000,000, to be added to $222,000,000 
of new money which was made availa- 
ble between August and December. This 
latter amount includes $100,000,000 gold 
imported from abroad, $72,000,000 of 
money released by the Government and 
$50,000,000 of new National Bank circu- 


lation taken out during this period. 

How far this total would have to be 
modified to cover the movements of 
money into and out of financial institu- 
tions not represented in the estimates is 
of course problematical. The net result 
might be an increase in the total amount 
of money which disappeared during the 
period or it might be a decrease. Quite 
possibly the latter, for the State banks 
throughout the country outside of New 
York and a few other lar centres 
doubtless increased their cash holdings 
as did the Natidnal banks in the same 
territory. To formulate any close esti- 
mate of the amount of mony which 
was hoarded by individuals during the 
recent disturbances it would be neces- 
sary of course to take into considera- 
tion the position of all the financial in- 
stitutions in the country. Nor could this 
be done accurately because of the vary- 
ing. dates at which reports are made by 
the several classes of institutions. It is 
highly interesting, however, that: the 
surface indications .pomt to a with- 
drawal from active use of no less than.

RAILWAY "SERVICE COST. 


A Contribution on an Interesting Topic 
by a Resident of Cape Town— 
The ‘African Situation. 


One of the recent numbers of The South 
African Railway Magazine contains a 
paper which was read before the Cape 
Government Railway Literary Society; 
one part of which deals with the cost of 
service, as follows: 

*“*From the infancy of railways it has | 
been no uncommon thing for men, espe- | 
cially laymen, to advocate that railway 
rates should be based on cost of service: 
that is, ual cost of conveyance plus a 
reasonable margin for interest on capital 
invested. While in the case: of ‘an or- 
dinary business transaction it may be 
quite easy to fix prices on cost of pro- 
duction, in practice the service rendered 
by a railway cannot be so measured. In 
the first place, how is the cost of gerv- 
ice to be ascertained with accuracy? The 
cost of carrying a particular load of coal 
or grain from A to B, based on running 
expenses only—that is, engine power, 
wages of driver and guard, or with the 
addition of fixed expenses, that is, inter- 
ést on capital and cost of maintenance 
of permanent way and buildings, may be 
approximately ascertained. I say approx- 
imately, especially in the latter alterna 
tive, for both capital and working ex- 
penses are spent on the undertaking as a 
whole, and only a small proportion can 
be allocated even so far as to sa¥ that it 
belongs entirely to passenger or entirely 
to goods, much less that it can be as- 
signed to any particular item or class of 
merchandise; but even this is no easy 
task, and when railways both of South 
Af and abroad have attempted to

Coal Road Attorneys Said, How-| 


ever, to be Nearing Agreement 
Regarding Attitude To- 
ward Sale of Lands, 


SEVERAL COURSES OPEN 


Some Roads Disposed to Contest Cone 
stitutionality of Law—Report That 
Roads Méan to Announce 

Their Plans Denied. ( 


The attorneys of the coal roads who 
have been giving consideration to the 
attitude which the coal roads will have 
to assume toward the provision of the 
Hepburn law which prohibits common 
carriers after May 1, next, to transport 
from one State to another commodities 
in the production ef which they ere in- 
terested, are understood to be making 
progress toward a common decision re- 
garding the questions which the law 
presents, but so far no intimation has 
been had of the course which the sev- 
eral coal roads will pursue. 

As the attorney of one of the coal 
roads put the matter last week the rail- 
roads can follow one of three courses! 
They can ignore the law and thus lead 
to a decision regarding its oonstitution- 
ality, or they can comply with the law 
literally by not carrying from one State 
to another any coal mined from thelr 
coal lands or they can devise some way 
if possible of complying with the law 
nominally while actually evading the 
clear intent of the law. All of these 
courses, representatives of the coal roads 
point out, have their drawbacks. The 
situation is admitted to be one which 
is giving the managements of the coal 
roads much serious thought, 

One course whioh falls within the cate- 
gory of evading the spirit of the law 
which has been advanced as a possible 
way out of the dilemma which the rail- 
roads face is to transfer the title of 
their coal lands to the trustees of the 
mortgages which tn the cases of so many 
of the roads cover their coal lands, The 
question naturally presents itself in this 
connection! Would not the courts hold 
that such @ transfer of title would be 
nominal rather than real, and that it 
would be nothing more than a subter- 
fuge which could not be countenanced? 


Dividend. 


Some such plan, however, is said to have 
been considered during the course of the 
discussion on the subject which has gone 
on between the attorneys for the roads 
which are most interested in this par- 
ticular clause of the Hepburn act. 

To take the straight course of selling 
out their coal lands to some buyer in no 
way connected with the railroads would 
amount, it is claimed, to sacrificing one 
of the most valuable asset of the coal 
| roads. Moreover, as has been pointed 
; out, the question arises how could the 
liands be sold which are subject to the 
| lien of mortgages covering outstanding 


.| bond issues? On the, other hand, if the 


|coal roads attempted to force the issue 
by giving up the inter-State transporta- 
tion of coal the resutt would be a coal 
famine which must needs have serious 
results to the publio, 

It is believed that some of the rail- 
roads are disposed adopt the first 
coursé mentioned, to ignore the law and 
thus bring to an issue the questions of 
law involved, trusting that the courts 
would hold this requirement of the act 
to be unconstitutional, 

A prominent lawyer who is counsel for 
several failroads, some of which are di- 
rectly interested in the solution of the 
questions involved in this part of the 
Hepburn law, said last week: 

“The fundamental objection, or at 
least one of the fundamental objections, 
to this requirement of the Hepburn law 
is that it attempts to do indirectly what 
Congress would have no right to do di- 
rectly, namely, to force the coal roads 
to dispose of their coal lands, By for- 
bidding the inter-State transportation of 
coal in which the railroads are inter- 
ested as producers it is sought to force 
the railroads to sell thelr lands, thus 
separating the control of the coal mines 
from the railroads which carry the pro- 
duct of the mines, This clause, more- 
over, is In prohibition of inter-State com- 
merece and not in regulation of inter-State 
commerce, 

“Bo far as grdering directly the sale 
of the coal lands held by railroads is 
concerned Congress would have no right 
to so order for the reason that the coal 
roads, or most of them, are directly em- 
powered in their charters to mine and 
transport coal. This clause of the Hep- 
burn law was very ill-considered. I 
doubt !f there is any public demand for 
the separation of the coal lands from 
the railroads, There was favoritism 
doubtless in handling the output of coal 
mines, but in attempting to cure this 
evil there was embodied in the Hepburn 
law a clause that was both unfair and 
unnecessary.” 

It was reported last.yveek that an ans« 
nouncement might be made in the near 
future of the course which the coal roads 
have decided to follow in connection 
with their coal land holdings. This re- 
port, however, was denied in other quar- 
ters where it was said that no announce- 
ment regarding the matter was likely 
to be made in the near future if at all

Inter-State Commission Tells of 
Inadequate Facilities While 
Railroads Lay Off Trains. 


Commission’s Figures Show How Busi- 
ness of Railroads Grew During 
1907—-Looking to the Future. 


A striking Indication of the rapidity 
with which the traffic of the railroads 
fell off during the last two months was 
found last’ week in the publication of 
the annual report of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, in which the lack of 
cars was described as growing alarming 
at the very time when railroad officials 
all over the country were-telling of the 
accumulation of idle cars along their 
lines. President W. C. Brown of the 
American Railway Asociation, from the 
records of the association, estimated a 
week ago that the number of Idle cars 
in the country was about 100,000, whereas 
a year ago at this time there was a 
shortage of 50,000 cars, It was just at 
the time that the business community 
was learning of such facts as these and 
had before it the figures showing a 
large falling off in gross earnings on a 
number of roads that the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission report was pub- 
ished containing the stafement that “the 
inadequacy of transportation facilities is 
little less than alarming; that its con- 
tinuation may place an arbitrary limit 
upon the future productivity of the land, 
and the solution of the difficult financial 
and physical problems {Involved {s worthy 
the most earnest thought and effort of 
all who believe in the full development of 
our country and the largest opportunity 
for its people.” 

Despite the conditions which now pre- 
vail in the matter of railroad traffic it is 
not doubted that at some time in the: not 
distant future the business of the country 
will again catch up and exceed the fa- 
cilities which the railroads of the coun- 
try are in a position to offer, unless a 
great deal is done during the present 
period of reduced traffic to increase the 
facilities of the railroads. While admit- 
ting that theoretically a period of dull 
traffic is the best within which to make 
improvements and to increase facilities 
there is this great difficulty, that under

| existing conditions the financing of im- 
| provements is almost out of the question. 
All the railroads are Hmiting themselves 
at present to work to which they are 
already committed, and it would not be 
surprising, inasmuch as it would merely 
be repeating past experience, if the rail- 
; roads continue to pursue this policy until 
|the pressure of traffic is once. more so 
| great that they will be forced to add to 
their track and equipment facilities. 
It was in the light of this broader move- 
ment of the country traffic, which, de- 
| Spite such setbacks as it is now ex- 
| periencing, is moving forward from year 
| to year that the comments of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission on the in- 
| aegenin of railroad facilities are to be 
| read,

calamity. 

“On June 80, 1906, the per value of the 
amount of railway ar tal outstanding 
was $14,570,421,478, which is equivalent to 
a capitalization of $67,936 per mile for the 
railways in the United States. 

“Of the total capital stock outstand- 
ing, 
no dividends. The amount of dividends 
declared during the year was $272,795,974, 
being equivalent to 608 percent. on divi- 
dend-paying stock. 


“The number of passengers carried by | 


the railways in the year ended June 30, 
1906, was 799,507,838, this item being 60,- 
673,171 more than for the year ending 
June 80, 1905. 

“The number of tons of freight car- 
rled was 1,631,374,219, which exceeds the 
wouneye of the year 1906 wy 203,642,314 
ons.”

time there was a gale raging, *but when 
the life savers put out Capt. Dow de- 
clined assistance, believing’ that the 
schooner’s anchors would hold. Next 
morning the life savers found her gone. 


She had struck the rocks, broken in two, 
and turned over. Of;the nineteen men 


al- |} who comprised the ship’s crew, Capt. Dow, 


Engineer Rowe, and George Allen, a sea- 
man, were the only ones saved. Allen 
died soon after he got ashore. 

“The true story of the wreck of the 
Lawson has not been told except to the 
British Board of Trade. At the Coroner's 
inquest I was not required to go into de- 
tails,”” said Rowe yesterday. ‘‘ The acci- 
dent, which resulted in the loss of my 
mates was one of the last things we ex- 
pected to happen. Even after the pilot 
came on board the skipper believed that 
the Lawson would ride out the storm, and 
that her cables were well able to hold 
her in the hardest kind of a blow.” 

Testimony at the British inquiry shows 
that it was very early in the morning 
when an anchor parted and the schooner 
began to drift. An hour and a quarter 
later the other cable parted and then 
came the crash as she struck, 

There had been much excitement on 
board before the crash came, and when 
the vessel began to show shigns of part- 
ing her anchor cables, her crew prepared 
for the worst. Yhen the Scilly Islands 
were first sighted the skipper could not 
make out the land on account of the fog. 
He hoped, however, to clear the dangerous 
westward rocks, but finding this an im- 
possibility the two anchors were dropped. 
The Lawson was in a bad way beford she 
reached the Scilly Isles, acording to the 


engineer. Owing to the gales she had but 
a good sails left, and their lifeboats 
and rafts had been lost. 

In his testimony Rowe said that after 
the pliot came aboard the gale increased. 
The ship parted from her port anchor 
about 1:15 A. M., and started dragging 
slowly. About an hour and a quarter 
afterward the other anchor parted, and 
the ship struck. Whirness went into the 
rigging with the Captain, pilot, mate, and 
steward, and fifteen minutes ‘ater the 
ship broke in two_ between the sixth and 
seventh masts. He was washed over- 
board, but got hold of a piece of wood, 
and finally got on to a rock, from which 
he was rescued twelve hours afterward. 
He thought that everything possible was 
done in order to save the crew. 

The second survivor, the Captain of the 
vessel, was too ill to give evidence, but 
the Coroner and the foreman of the jury 
were permitted to hae a short conversa- 
tion with him. He stated that the pilot 
and himelf were confident that every- 
thing was right- He considered their 
cable ‘was capable of holding the ship 
during any gale on the American coast. 

The question which interested shipping 
men and the Coroner was why no signals 
were sent up from the Lawson after she 
began to dra gher anchor. On shore it 
was known that the vessel was in danger 
and the life guards were watching fora 
sign that their help was wanted. In 
spite of this none was made. 

Rowe, when questioned about this by 
the authorities, admitted that no signals 
of distress were sent up by the ship, 
and when asked the reason declared that 
he was not competent to answer, as he 
had not been, in charge of the craft, 
Rowe's leg was injured in the trip of half 
a mile he made clinging to the piece o 
timber. He is a member of the Atlantic 
Coast Seamen’s Union, and went to 42 
South Street. 


WANTS HIS MEMORIAL BACK. 


Ex-Mayor Barnert Says Jew Congre- 
gation Have Violated Deed of Gift.

PATERSON, Jan. 12,—Ex-Mayor Nathan 
Barnert has taken steps to have returned 
to him the deed of gift under which he 
presented to the Congregation B’nai Jesh- 
urun the $250,000 temple some years ago 
as a memorial to his wife. 

Among other provisions of the deea 
which it is said have been allowed to lapse 
is one providing that a memorial service 
be held yearly in honor of the memory 
of Mrs. Barnert. This has been discon- 
tinued for the last three years, 

It is also contended that ‘‘ modernism ”’ 
is creeping into the services. In the deed 
of gift it was expressly stated that all the 
services wore to be conducted in Hobrew. 
For several years this article of the deed 
has been ignored, services having been in 
beth Hebrew and English. Another pro- 
vision of the deed that has not been car- 
ried out is the matter of making it com- 
pulsory on male members of the congre- 
gation to wear hats while attending ser- 


vices, in accordance with the practice of 
orthodox Jews, All the older members or 
the congregation still conform to this re- 
quirement of the Jewish law, but the 


younger male members, who attend many’ 


public non-religious functions, Cannot get 
accustomed to wearing their hats in the 
presence of women.
